With a view of

"pack" carried by soldiers, th* War 


has U*n nuking a study 


of the loads borne iu the field by tin 
flguting men of foreign armiM. It has 
decided to adopt certain expedient* for 
cuuiuK down the weight of the burden 
which our boys iu kbaJu during a 
campaign are obliged to transport. By 
this means their effectiveness will be 
augmented, inasmuch as the troops 
will be rendered more mobile—a most 
important point where military oper- 
ations are concerned. 


To begin, the canteen, which today 


is of tinned iron, is, to be made of 
aluminum. The latter metal weighs 
only about one-fourth as much as iron. 
But it was necessary that liie water 
ve&sel should be 
moulded 
in 
one 


piece, without seam or joining, and 
this problem for a while presented 
difficulties which bade fair to prove 
insurmountable. 


One advantage of such a canteen is 


that H cannot possibly leak. A second 
is that it is rust proof. 
A third is 


that it is clfim. When the receptacle 
of tinned iron has begun to lose its 
coaiiing of tin it is not easily kept 
clean. 
The same remark applies, of 


course, to other articles of the same 
material which go to make up the 
soldier's "mess kit"

A f«-w fa.-ts 
concerning game birds and their rais- 
ing for tht pit. secured from a Virgiu- 
ia planter, will l>« of geuit-ral interest.

brought their original stock of gains 
chickens to ibis country, and tiic-ir 
descendants have Ken raising them 
ever since. He is confident that this 
particular srraiii of bhds can hold 
their own with the best the country 
affords.

birds have won lights in the principal 
cities of the country.

sening the soldier's load the War De- 
partment has collected many daita in 
regard to the equipments of the fight- 
ing men of foreign armies. 
As might 


be expected, there are many and mark- 
ed differences in such matters, so fai 
as details are concerned, though es- 
sentials are much aJoke. ' Thus, for 
example, in every army the soldier 
carries a canteen, but in England the 
indispensable water bottle is of glass, 
In Ita.ly It is of wood, and in Spain it 
is of goatskin. In our army, again, 
there is little individual cooking, but 
in Europe each soldier commonly pre- 
parep his own meals, carrying on 
that account a much bulkier and more 
elaborate culinary outfit. 


During our civil war each soldier 


carried forty rounds of ammunition, 
but. thanks to the development or 
the rifle, the soldier of today carries 
one hundred cartridges in his belt. In 
other 
words, hte reduction in the 


size of the bullet/and in the quantity 
of powder to throw'" it gives him more 
than twice the killing power that he 
hud a generation ago. 


Our soldiers, like those of most of 


the armies of Europo. are provided 
with stockings. In Prance, however, 
the men in the field are obliged to fur- 
nish their own stockings, 
if 
they 


choose to wear any, and the same is 


laised only for fighting purpcst. 
then year after year of careful breed- 
ing and selection has developed qual- 
ities which could be secured in no 
other way. Birds are raised only from 
winners and sisters of winners. 


The chickens are kept together from 


the time they are hatched in 
:be 


spring until the young cockerels, or 
stags, begin to manifest fighting pro- 
clivities. That comes in the fall. 


They are then separated, and each 


stag is placed on a walk. That m^aus 
that a farmer or negro is paid to take 
tue cock and keep him on his fai m 
with not more than six hens in such 
a place that he will not come in coa- 
tance with any other cock for a year. 
* One might 'think the bird should be 
fighting all that time to develop bis 
mettle, but careful study bas shown 
that this is not tne case. During tbe 
year the bird sees no other cocks; he 
is absolutely king of the liule realm 
iu which he rales, and h* realizes it. 


He grows iu stature, dignity and 


courage. 
In a few months nothing 


can encroach on bis territory without 
a challenge and stubborn fight, be It 
cow, horse, mule, dog or man. 
• At tlie end of the year these cocks 
sometimes spread over 
a 
territory 


twenty miles in circumference, are 
gathered iu and cooped up, prepara- 
tory to testing. 
The fancier 
holds 


little mains for his own aaa 
bis 


friends' amusement, and in this way 
finds out what qualities tbe cocks pos- 
sess. A fight means deai.li to one bird, 
and in consequence there is a thinning 
out. 


Sometimes wluiii two birds of ex- 


ceptional worth are put together they 
are separated after they have demon- 
strated their good qualities, because 
they are too valuable to be sacrificed. 
The best birds are then shipped to 
j_varlojis_jiiils_-oiJ.lie country to take 
part in big fights. 


A main, or cockfight., is an iutereal- 


ing affair. 
A couple of men, for in- 


stance, fight twenty birds for a purse 
of $200, $300 or ?f.OO, with $10, $20 or 
?50 on each fight. If one maa wins 
eleven fights, he gets the purse, plus 
the amount on each fight he wins, and 
tho loser g-ci.s tbe money tor 'the 
fights he wins. 
This belps him to 


pay expenses. 


Large sums of money are also put 


up on the result of the main, or on 
each separate fight, by the company 
assembled. 
Sometimes the 
fanciers' 


friends come with him and back his 
birds to their lasc cent, but genie-rally 
the money is placed by men on birds 
they fancy, and which their educated 
judgment tells them will win. 


Tho preparation of a game cock for 


the pit, usually a ring filled with tan 
bark to prevent, the birds from injur- 
ing themselves when they fall, is near- 
ly as elaborate as that of a prize- 
fighter. First, the cook's natural spurs 
are cut down to a short stump, per- 
haps half an inch long. uJiamois strips 
are wound around ibis aud about the 
leg and over this tbe gaff, or stc«l 
spur, is fitted and tied on securely. 


Next, the wings and tail are crop- 


ped short, the former for the purpose 
of making them hit harder, and the 


true of tho Italians aud Russian, who laitter probably because it makes tho 
are supplied with pieces of linen <to 
cover their feet. The Germans have 
stockings, but carry foot linen to sup- 
plement them. 


Toilet necessaries, including brush, 


comb and piece of soap, are provided 
in European armies, but not in our 
own. the American soldier being ex- 
pected to buy them for himself. 
The 


French soldier has a towel in peace, 
but not in war, while the German has 
no towel at any time, uuleee he fur- 
nishee It at his own cost. Other Eu- 
ropean nations supply their men with 
towels at all times, taking It for grant- 
ed that they will wash themselves at 
least occasionally, and considering 
that In large assemblages of men tho 
elementary rules of hygiene ought to 
be most carefully observed. 


Origin of Prepaid Letters.

In 1653, establish*!, under royal con- 
sent, a private- penny post, placing 
boxea at the corners of the street* for 
the reception of lottwrn wrapped in en- 
velopes bought at office* «»tabll»hed 
for thwt purpose.

In many cases, the training of birds 


is elaborate. 
The birds are dialed and 


exorcised to toughen them for tbe 
contest. 
Two birds are often put to- 


gether, rigged out with muffs or miu- 
atnre boxing gloves, for this purpose. 
They arc exercised by tossing them 
up nnd down on a padded table.

In that ca.se it 


is possible beiause of the small at- 


The average class iu u city 


grade Ls fifty to sixt> auU the teacher 
is unable to dexote >>o niuch attention 
to one pupil. This perhaps has bt^u 
one of tbe principal causes ui tao 
gradual change in the plan o:' insti uci- 
ing the young. 


The changes are moat discernible in 


the lower grades', which, themselves. 
as grades, were unknown thirty years 
ago. 
Nowadays there is a gradual 


tendency to retain the grade principle 
and a.t the same time secure individ- 
ual training, the lack of which bas 
been one of the chief grounds of com- 
plaint against 'tbe grade system. 


In the case of the youngest pupils 


they are now taught to r<.ad from the 
start. Not tbe letter of tLe alphabet 
and the one-syllable words, but sen- 
tences in which several words appear. 
The words are used in mauy connec- 
tions and the children are quick to 
recognize them wheai placed on the 
blackboard. 
They are left to acquire 


a knowledge of >the alphabet by a sort 
of intuition, for no direct instruction 
concerning it is given. 
Most of tho 


young pupils who gain an early knowl- 
edge of their letters are instructed at 
borne by parents who think -the way 
they were taught the best. 


Music as taught in the schools at 


present differs radically from that im- 
parted to the old-timer. 
Now it is 


really taught, whereas before the pu- 
pil was lett to luaru tbe tunes as best 
he could. The pupils actually acquire 
a knowledge of music and an ability 
to read it. 
They can tell all about 


measures and beats and explain why 
som« notes are long and others short 
in a, way that surprised the investiga- 
tor who usc>d to sing school songs 
without the slightest knowledge that 
he was -expected to read the notes. 


In ili« old days if the pupil really 


had a desire to learn this he had 
to go to singing school, one of which 
was usually started every winter in 
the country towns and villages to sup- 
plement the course in the schools. 
Now all that Is changed. Most of tlie 
teachers are able to instruct In music, 
but when one is discovered utterly 
without musical accomplishments a 
special teacher or one from another 
grade can be obtained to do 'tlie work. 
1 One of the things that surprises tho 
visitor to the school was a discussion 
of the news of the day by the pupils 
jn the eighth grade. 
While most of 


them showed a surprising knowledge 
of public even.ts, an occasional 
in- 


quiry showed the necessity of more 
instruction on civic 
subjects 
than 


some of the young people are getting. 


Around the walls may be seen draw- 


ings, the work of the pupils of the 
various grades. 
Some of them show 


artistic treatment. Thare is no doubt, 
the teachers say, that better idea of 
art in the entire student body is one 
of the results of tbib work. In many 
cases one of the pupils is used a mod- 
el.
